To see if the town will vote allow 3% dis- 
count on all property taxes paid before July 1, 1939,

The September hurricane has left serious problems 
for many of our New Hampshire communities to solve. 
It is estimated that approximately 40 percent of all the 
blown-down timber in the New England States is 
located here. This is truly staggering. There is, 
however, a silver lining to this cloud of disaster. While 
much of our merchantable pine has gone, strenuous 
efforts are being made to salvage everything possible 
from the wreckage. National, State and Town 
agencies are putting their shoulders to the wheel to 
assist. Through their combined efforts the plight of 
the timber owner will be materially improved. 

Large amounts of merchantable pine are still stand- 
ing. Also very little young growth was affected. New 
Hampshire was additionally fortunate since 1938 was 
one of the best seed years in memory. Consequently. 
much of the pine that was lost will be replaced by new 
seedlings. Both the younger pine and seedlings will 
some day be our new merchantable stands—if nothing 
happens to them. 

Again, if the law of supply and demand continues to 
operate, the stumpage prices of Eastern white pine 
should be on a higher level for several decades 
after the hurricane surplus has been consumed. When 
too, the remaining virgin timber of the West is gone 
and alli forest regions must compete in crop production, 
New England’s pine will again be found among its 
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most valuable assets and of continued importance to 
the general welfare of the community and the State. 

If New Hampshire’s hopes are to be realized, how- 
ever, there is one thing of vital importance that must 
be done. Both the younger growth and seedlings 
must be protected from the White Pine Blister Rust. 
The disturbance of the forest soil by the uprooting of 
so many trees will result in the appearance of new cur- 
rant and gooseberry bushes which will soon become a 
factor in the spread of the disease. 

Blister Rust kills young pine a great deal sooner 
than older trees, thus preventing them from becoming 
crop trees. Seedlings are often killed before they 
reach 10 inches in height. Consequently, if we are to 
have our pine without severe losses from blister rust, 
prompt and consistent action is necessary. This pro- 
tection feature has become of even greater necessity 
and importance than ever before. 

Attempts will properly be made to economize in 
town governments this coming year. Great care is 
necessary lest it be wrongly applied. Blister Rust 
Control should not be lightly brushed aside. Sub- 
stantial proportions of local revenue in many towns for 
both civic and private use has come from white pine. 
Blister rust threatens this income more definitely than 
ever before. Its control is recognized in many towns 
as a necessary and practical insurance of town in- 
come—taxes. The cost of control has been very 
reasonable. 

One prominent rural resident (pine owner and lum- 
berman) puts it this way: “We have enjoyed our 
forests; used them and profited from past crops, 
particularly our pine. The hurricane took an awful 
toll. I believe that we New Hampshire people have a 
very definite responsibility with relation to them. It 
is now our unquestioned duty to do all we can to pass 
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these forests on to our successors in the best condition 
we can. That means that we should do everything 
possible to preserve what is left from fire and disease. 
That, with reference to our pine, means protection 
from the Blister Rust.” 

- Control methods, already established, have proven 
their value. The State and towns have successfully 
worked out a system of cooperative financial action 
that has made possible the protection of several million 
acres of white pine growth from the rust. The 
Forestry Department urges the continuation of this 
cooperative arrangement this year and will again co- 
operate by increasing town funds 25 percent. An ap- 
propriation of $400.00 by your town has been recom- 
mended. It is possible that federal funds will be avail- 
able to supplement town and state funds, provided 
there is in existence a relief load. The control work 
during 1939 will be limited chiefly to those areas 
which have not been materially damaged by the 
hurricane. 

Since 1932 all Blister Rust Control work has been 
used as a local unemployment relief project. Town 
appropriations have been utilized to give work to local 
men who have been unable to qualify for WPA. State 
emergency funds have been similarly used. WPA 
Blister Rust Projects have provided employment to 
local men who could qualify. All of those funds have 
given work to thousands of unemployed men through- 
out the State, and have assisted the towns materially 
in keeping these men off relief rolls. This policy will 
be continued and will provide at least a partial solution 
for local unemployment. 

Blister Rust Work, as an unemployment relief 
measure, has one special recommendation in that funds 
are spent entirely for wages and no expenditures are 
required for tools and other materials. 
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By combining unemployment relief with Blister Rust 
Control, the towns have reaped a two-fold benefit, as- 
sisting their deserving needy and their forest crop of 
White Pine, by protecting it from Blister Rust. 

To date 30591 acres have been examined in your 
town and 1020505 currant and gooseberry bushes have 
been destroyed. Infection in pine has been found 
generally throughout the town. Studies have dis- 
closed the urgent necessity of continuing the control 
measures recommended.

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BE A GOOD CITIZEN—HELP PREVENT 
FOREST FIRES 


The hurricane of September, 1938, left behind it, 
some very serious fire problems. If we are to be suc- 
cessful in keeping the number of local fires to a mini- 
mum and if we are to prevent serious losses from fires 
that do occur, the cooperation of every citizen in this 
town is essential. 

Local citizens can contribute materially by comply- 
ing with the following suggestions: 


1. Do not burn brush or any other debris once the 
snow has left the ground without first securing a per- 
mit from the forest fire warden. The forest laws of 
the State of New Hampshire require this. 


2. Do not drop or throw from any vehicle any 
lighted match, cigar, cigarette, live ashes or any other 
substance liable to cause a fire. 


3. Notify the warden promptly of any fires you see. 
Please read carefully the following excepts from the 
provisions of the forest laws of the State: 


Paragraph 34, Section B. No person shall kindle or 
cause to be kindled any fire or shall burn or cause to be 
burned any material in or near woodland, pasture, 
brush, sprout, waste or cut-over land or where the fire 
may be communicated to such land, except when the 
ground is covered with snow, without first obtaining a 
written permit from the forest fire warden of the town 
where the burning is to be done. 


Section 35. Any person, by himself or agent, kind- 
ling or causing to be kindled, any fire without permis- 
sion of the forest fire warden when such permit is 
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required . . . and also any person by whose negligence 
or the negligence of his agents, any fire shall be 
caused, shall be liable in a civil action for the payment 
to the town of the expenses incurred by the forest fire 
warden or deputy warden in attending or extinguish- 
ing such fires. 


Section 35A. No person shall drop or throw from 
any vehicle while the same is upon a public high- 
way .. . or drop, throw, or otherwise deposit on or 
near woodlands as just defined, except as permitted by 
law, any lighted match, cigar, cigarette, live ashes or 
any other substance liable to cause a fire. 


PENALTIES: 


Whoever causes or kindles a fire by any means, wil- 
fully or in a careless manner, which shall endanger 
woodland as described in 34 B, shall be fined not more 
than $500.00 or imprisoned not more than one year, or 
both. 

Whoever is found guilty of violating a provision of 
Section 35 A shall be fined not more than $25.00. 


DAMAGES: Section 38. 


Any person who shall set fire on any land that shail 
run upon the land of any other person, shall pay to the 
owner, all damages done by such fire. / 

The cooperation of every citizen of this town is 
earnestly solicited. You can assist materially by com- 
plying with the requirements of the forest laws; by 
burning whatever brush or debris you may desire, 
before the snow leaves the ground and quickly calling 
the attention of the fire warden or his deputy to the 
existence of any forest fire you may discover. 
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Your cooperation will lighten the burden of the 
warden and his deputies and assist materially in pre- 
venting and keeping our fire losses to a minimum.

To the School Board and Citizens: 

A glance at the Balance Sheet will show that during 
the school year ending June 30, 1938 expenditures had 
exceeded income by $358.54. The cost of high school 
tuition had exceeded our estimates by $236.00; of 
transportation, by nearly $400.00; repairs, by $167.00. 
Fortunately, our income also exceeded our estimates 
by about $400.00. 

At the opening of the current year the Yellow School 
was closed. We estimate that the savings this made 
in teachers’ and janitors’ salaries and in fuel will 
liquidate this deficit and provide for a $250.00 increase 
in transportation costs. Thus we expect to reach the 
end of the year with no deficit. 

In the estimates for the coming year several items 
are the same as last year. A greater number have 
been reduced, but transportation is higher by $338.00 
and high school tuition by $1,100.00 The total to be 
raised being $302.92 more than last year. 

As the number attending high school increases, we 
hope that our youth will not fail to appreciate the 
wonderful opportunity given them to secure a second- 
ary education at public expense. For those who are 
willing to make the most of this opportunity, the dis- 
trict is glad to provide it.
